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THE DEMOCRACY. 
FEELING THEIR WAY.

Wasuineton, D. C., March 21.—The Demo- 
crats are halting. They are already feeling 
their way. They have appointed committees 
in both Houses to do the thinking, to ascertain 
what to do, and how to do it. Meantime potb- 
ing is to be done in the House; the only at- 
tempted action to-day was comprised in one 
proposition to increase the number of the 
Election Committee to nineteen, and in another 
to make two separate Election Committees. 
The Bourbons cannot unseat Republicans fast 
enough. Their necessity is urgent. To carry 
any motion as @ party measure it is now neces- 
sary that 144 Democrats shall be constantly 
present. The average Bourbon is not accus- 
tomed to such discipline. With such a party 
necessity upon’ them it is impossible now for 
three Congressmen to be absent from the House 
at any time without endangering the party 
majority, and they do not quite 

ure to outrage the tem perauce 
sentiment and public opinion so much 
as to authorize liquor to be openly sold in the 
Capitol. Besides, the Speaker is a teetotaler 
aud a gonsisient one. 

MORE VOTES MUST BE HAD 
in some way, and the newcomers sorelish their 
unaccustomed power from the first exercise of 
it that they are almost ready to do what Sen- 
ator Edmunds to-day innocently intimated that 
he expected thear to do,—rectify the rolls of 
membership, aud sftfike off the Republican 
names, uoder the system that has existed since 
the foundation of the Government, of having 
one Efection Committee to try contested cases. 
The Democrats fear that the Congress may slip 
away before they will have had time to make all 
the vacancies that they desire. Accordingly, 
Ellis, of Louisiana, proposes that the Elections 
Committee of nine shall be increased so as to 
be au unwieldy body of nineteen, with power to 
try several election cases at the same time. 
ONE SPECIOUS PLEA 
for such a remarkable proposition is that it 
migit happen that under the present system a 
covstituency for some time might be misrepre- 
sented, and this from the party which has just 
decided that Hull, of Florida, indicted for an at- 
tempt to defraud the Republicap, Bisbee, out of 
his seat, is entitled to misrepresent the seat 
which Bisbee was elected to occupy. ‘The prop- 
ositiog Was pressed for immediate action, Lut 
was referred to the Committee on Rules. That 
Committee has much serious work before it, 
and itis not improbable that some important 
changes in the rules may be determined upon 
before the Committees are finally announced. 
THE HOUSE CAUCUS COMMITTEE 

held a meeting to-day, at. which nothing was 
done, and the Committees of the House and 
Senate caucus meet to-morrow in joint session. 
A caucus of the two bodies will probably 
not be held until Monday. The composition of 
the House Committee cannot be said to be such 
as is likely to lead to a speedv compromise. Of 
the members comprising it, Chalmers, of Missis- 
sippi, Chairman, desires to have all the commit- 
teeg appointed, and general legislation enacted, 
and is not anxious for a short session. Wash-

Tucker, of 
Virginia, is unyelding. Atkins, of Tennessee, 
is on record as preparing to die in bis place be- 
fore be would consent to the passage of the 
appropriation bills without the repeal of the 
Supervisors law, Clymer is a Northern dough- 
face, who will followrather than lead. Reagan, 
of Texas, bas already announced himself in 
caucus as favoring general legislation at 
this session. Bicknell, of indiana, and Phelps, 
of Connecticut, bave not defined their positions. 

UNFINISHED. 

The House Caucus Committee met to-day, 
It will meet to-

RUMORS OF A COMPROMISE 

are afloat to-night, but a careful inquiry fails to 
discover that any real progress towards an 
adjustment of disputed points has been made. 
It is certain, however, that there are several 
leading Senators and Representatives of each 
party who desire to avoid general legislation, to 
pass the Appropriation bills, and adjourn to 
meet in December.

A TALK WITH ATKINS. 

Atkins, of Tennessee, who was Chairman of

SENATOR INGALIS. 
HOW THE CHARGES AGAINST HIM ORIGINATED~— 
THE SENATOR ACQUITTED IN KANSAS.

Wasuineton, D. C., March 19.—There seems 
to be no reason to doubt that Senator Ingalis 
will receive fair treatment at the hands of the 
Senate Committee on Privileges and Elections 
in cousidering the charges of bribery brought 
against him «by citizens of Kansae.
